Mr. Baldwin spoke for almost an 
hour. Other points of his speech 
were: Rapid production of the in- 
creased air force is to be organ- 
ized. Measures, if necessary, against 
any profiteering will be taken. 

There is no need for panic. 

The British government wel- 
comes Adolf Hitler's speech of last 
night as a “help to general settle- 
ment” and will give it the closest 
attention in a spirit of sympathy.

BERLIN, May 22. — While 
enthusiastic Nazis acclaimed 
the declaration of foreign pol- 
icy contained in Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler’s reichstag address, 
some skeptical foreign envoys 
today saw in it the promise 
of “an unprecedented rearm- 


ament race.” 

Germans found no conflict be- 
tween Der Fuehrer’s declaration 
to the reichstag that the country 
“needs and wills peace” and the 
promulgation a few hours later 
of a conscription program mak- 
ing possible the largest peace- 
time army in the nation’s his- 
tory. 

In diplomatic and other circles, 
the opinion was heard that “Hitler 
has offered nothing tangible toward | 
the international peace cause,” ex- 
cept an attempt to justify his 
course. | 

The purpose of trying to allay| 
foreign apprehension to gain suffi-| 
cient time for fulfilling his arms 
plans was viewed by some observ- | 
ers as one of the motives~ Hitler| 
had in view.

Relief men who refuse to wor! it tl 
family allowance are now being struck off the 
list, in keeping with the decision 
council. That is to say, the family allowance is 
cut down by $1.88 per week, the ma 
tion, provision for the wife and childre 
continued on the usual scale 


The theory of course is that the man 
not eat, unle he can earn some money at ¢ 
jobs, or that the family wil? not let him eat 


Whoever thought up that bright one has a good 


deal to learn about human nature. What the 
procedure means is that the distressed family 
will continue to share their reduced allowance; 


and that the penalty intended for the man wiil 
be also shared by his wife and children 

The issue between council and th 
men is not whether the latter 
ances for themselves and their 
working. The issue is how long men are 
to be allowed to work. The limit at present 
is the number of hours per week necessary to 
earn $3.75 in the case of a » has a wife 
but no children. Where there are children, he | 
is allowed to earn 95 cents in addition for each. 

The men claim the amount is not sufficient; 
hat they should be allowed to work long 
enough to earn fifteen per cent more than the 
present allowances. They make two other | 
demands, but this fs the first and principal one. 

The dispute thus works down to a question 
of whether the city can afford to have fifteen 
per cent more work done, and pay for it, with 
the assistance of the province and the Dominion. | 
The city’s proportion the added expense 
would be five per cent, plus administration costs 
and material costs. 

That there is this extra work needing to be 
done does not require any argument; one glance 
at the streets is enough on that point. And it 
will be done sooner or later; if not done now 
will probably be done when the gross costs will 
be higher. That they will ever be lower there 
is no prospect. 

Since the city is capitalizing $250,000 of relief 
costs, why not capitalize the small additional 
amount necessary and give the men the oppoi- 
tunity to earn the fifteen per cent extra, which 
no one with a knowledge of living costs can | 
doubt they need? If a settlement could be made 
on that basis, the other claims could be nego- 
tiated in a friendly atmosphere—and in circum- 
stances neither absurd nor so potentially 
dangerous.

Some Symptoms Of 


Prolapsus 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In many patients prolapsus may cause many 
symptoms which produced marked discom- 
fort. The most outstanding symptom is likely 
to be some form of indigestion. The patient 
complains of excessive gas, 
belching, a feeling of fullness 
in the stomach or “nervous 
indigestion.” If the stomach 
is severely prolapsed this may 
interpere with its emptying 
time so that food is retained 
longer than it should be and 
the patient says his food feels 
like lead. 

Because the patient fails 
to get the good from his food, 
he is underweight and finds

it difficult to make a gain in weight and keep 


it. If the large intestine is prolapsed, sluggish- 
ness develops. Spasmodic colitis occurs in a 
certain percentage of cases. 

The entire lower abdomen appears flabby 
and soft and because of poor posture the lower 
abdomen usually sticks out. The patient is 
slender, the body noticeable for lack of fat, and 
the muscles are underdeveloped and relaxed. 

Other symptoms are: The patient tires 
quickly with a consequent lack of endurance; 
headache is commonly present; poor appetite, 
backache, low blood pressure, catarrh, insom- 
nia and irritability of the colon may be noted. 
The patient may also mention cold hands and 
feet or rapid beating of the heart. In time, as 
the sagged organs cause constant rubbing on 
each other, the surfaces may grow together in 
adhesions. This tough, adherent tissue will 
then bind the organs in abnormal positions add- 
ing further trouble to that which has already 
developed. 

The patient with prolapsus may be bothered 
by special symptoms which he terms “nerv- 
ousness.” He usually has a_ hyper-sensitive 
nervous system and finds it hard to adjust him- 
self to unexpected strain. He may develop 2 
constant anxiety about his health and watches 
each symptom with careful attention. Beyond 
any question, in these sensitive individuals the 
digestive tract is too responsive to stimulation. 
The patient is therefore disturbed by happen- 
ings which in another type of individual would 
go unnoticed. This fact is not lost upon the 
patient who says that “every little thing seems 
to affect me much.” Strain, excitement, 
noise, social gatherings, or the stress of a new 
job may be sufficient to cause an upset in the 
entire digestive apparatus. The patient may 
develop an anxiety neurosis where he constant- 
ly fears that something is going to happen, or 
that he won't do all that-is expected of , or 
he may simply fear that some food he has eaten 
is going to disagree with him. Fears of all 
sorts are common. Yes, the results of prolap- 
sus as seen in the body are important, but 
equally important are the results of prolapsus 
as it affects the mind and nervous system. 

After the patient has tried several methods 
of treatment which fail because they do not get 
at the real root of the trouble and correct it, 
he becomes discouraged and gives up hope of 
being cured. 

One encouraging factor is that the patient 
with a sensitive nervous system often ‘belongs 
to what I have called the “fox” type. He is 
quick and jntelligent and his sensitivity should 
really be an asset. When given help in time so 
that the prolapsus is relieved and his confi- 
dence and assurance built back, he tri- 
umph over his difficulties, and in many cases 
becomes capable of valuable work.
